1 SEC. 18 . HISTORICALLY BLACK COLLEGE AND UNIVER-

2 SITY SUPERCOMPUTING CONSORTIUM.

3 (a) PROGRAM REQUIRED.—The Secretary of Defense

4 shall carry out a program to provide an eligible consortium

5 with access to supercomputing capabilities to enhance the

6 ability of institutions within such consortium to conduct

7 scientific and precision medicine research.

8 (b) DEFINITIONS.—In this section:

9 (1) The term ‘‘eligible consortium” means a
10 consortium composed of two or more historically
11 Black colleges or universities.

12 (2) The term ‘‘historically Black colleges and

13 universities” has the meaning given the term ‘“‘part

14 B institution” in section 322(2) of Higher Edu-

15 cation Act of 1965 (20 U.S.C. 1061(2)).
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
